  (4) study the status of all Indian communities in the State and assist 

them in obtaining recognition from the federal government; 

 

  (5) study the economic and social needs of Indians in the State and 

make recommendations to meet these needs; 

 

  (6) locate, preserve, and disseminate to the public information about 

significant buildings and sites relating to Indian history and culture in the State; and 

 

  (7) publish an annual report and any other material the Commission 

considers necessary. 
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
